assistants. 
Deputy Press Secretary Gerald L. 
Warren, 
the 
only 
Nixon 
aide 
available 
to reporters, had 
no 
comment 
on 
reports

Washington Post that Nixon had 
been warned as early as last 


December 
that 
some 
of 
his 
assistants were involved in the 
Watergate case and subsequent 
coverup attempts. 
The White House also is no longer 
bothering to deny that the scandal 
over 
political 
espionage 
and 
attempts to cover it up are the worst 
to hit the Nixon administration since 
it took office more than four years 
ago. 
The 
President 
himself 


reportedly compared it at a meeting 
of his Cabinet last 
Friday 
in 
Washington to the Cambodian crisis 
of 1970. 
His closest political associates 
and several top assistants —White 
House 
Chief 
of 
Staff 
H.

Haldeman, domestic counselor John 
D. Ehrlichman, former Attorney

presidential counselor John W. Dean 


111 and others— have become the 
focus of a grand jury investigation 
into the case. 
Nixon flew here to the island home 
of Robert H. Abplanalp, a close 
personal 
friend, 
Sunday 
after 
attending Easter services with his 
family at a neighborhood church on 
Key Biscayne, Fla. 
With him was C. G. “Bebe” 
Rebozo, another close friend with 


whom he has spent time during 
similar crises in the past. 


Whatever embarrassment he felt 
over the illegal intrigue committed 
in his behalf and the welter of 
charges and countercharges among 
White House aides that has followed 
has scarcely shown in the few 
glimpses newsmen have had of the 
President.

Secret fund reported

PHNOM PENH (UPI) - Two 
supply 
ships 
and 
six 
tankers 
carrying more than two million 
gallons of fuel arrived in Phnom 
Penh today after a perilous journey 
up the Mekong river from South 
Vietnam. 
Two of the ships were hit by B40 
rocket-propelled grenade fire during 
the six-hour trip from Tan Chau, a 
river town nine miles inside South 
Vietnam. The captain of one ship 
was slightly wounded. 
One crewman aboard another 
ship, a South Korean vessel, was 
killed and 
three 
others 
were 
wounded by fire from the banks of 
the river. 
Crewmen said the convoy came 
under fire 
three 
times 
inside 
Cambodian waters. 
Each of the six tankers in the 
convoy carried 400,000 gallons of 
fuel. The supply ships brought food 
and ammunition to the besieged 
capital.

Students allowed to transfer? 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Supreme 
Court was told today during arguments in a 
major school case that white students in 
Richmond, Va., were freely allowed to 
transfer from the city into nearby counties 
purely to avoid desegregation. 
In what may lead to a landmark decision 
affecting big city school across the nation, 
the Court was asked to uphold a district 
federal judge s desegregation order that 
ignored county-city political boundaries in 
the Richmond area. 
Judge 
Robert 
R. 
Merhige 
Jr., 
in 
January, 1972, ordered consolidation of the 
school boards of the city of Richmond and 
of adjacent Henrico and Chesterfield 
Counties as the only means of ending racial 


isolation of the all-black inner city schools. 
The order has been held in abeyance 
pending Supreme Court appeal. The 4th 
U.S. 
Circuit Court 
of 
Appeals 
held 
Merhige’s action invalid last June. 
William T. Coleman, attorney for the 
NAACP Legal Defense Fund, (DF), argued 
before the Supreme Court that white 
children were allowed to move freely 
across the county lines into the rural, 
mostly white county systems when their 
city schools were ordered desegregated.

“I’m out to change the field 
in many ways. Like I say I 
don’t like the idea of plastic 
things and plastic people.” 
A former biology major, 
Judy became interested in 
plastics last summer when 
she took a course without 
credit.

Tax dodge 


The forced disclosure of the Hitch Contract has brought 
into the daylight an alarming prediliction on the part of 
those entrusted with the higher education program. 
It is the tendency to get every educational tax dollar they 
can — for themselves! Their obsession with education 
begins and ends with what it will do for them. 
The paying of salaries for university president Charles J. 
Hitch and State College Chancellor Glenn S. Dumke in 
excess of that paid Governor Reagan flouts the whole 
formula of public salaries established by the State 
Personnel Board. 
That in itself is bad enough. But, as the Hitch Contract 
revealed, the salaries are only a part of the excesses. 
In Hitch’s case, the furnishing of a baronial mansion 
complete with servants, limousine and chauffeur, a slush 
fund for entertainment, and other fringe benefits, run the 
tab for the taxpayers to more than $150,000 a year. 
Each of the nine chancellors, plus the executive vice 
president of UC, are also provided residences, servants and 
other fringe benefits. The bill for the operation of the 
homes of the Berkeley and UCLA chancellors alone 
exceeds $120,000 a year. 
These operational costs do not include the initial capital 
outlay for the homes, or the rental value. In the home 
provided for Hitch more than $400,000 was spent in 
renovation and refurbishing before he moved in. Dumke 
lives in a $350,000 Bel Air mansion. 
And there are other hidden costs charged to the 
University program. The Hitch home is surrounded by a 
garden the upkeep of which is budgeted to the school of 
Landscape Architecture. 
Just why these people should live in grandiose luxury 
while those who are taxed to pay the bill must settle for far, 
far less is something which demands explanation. How they 
can do it when the taxpayer cannot seems obvious. They do 
not pay rent, utilities or taxes on the homes. And it now 
appears they do not pay income taxes on that part of their 
compensation represented by the homes and services 
provided. 
The key to this seeming avoidance of income taxes is in 
an Internal Revenue provision which holds an employee 
required to “ live-in” is not subject to taxes for quarters 
furnished. 
This is understandable as applied to a resident physician. 
24 hour nurse, hotel manager and others whose duties are of 
a nature that demands them to be on the scene at all times. 
But the provision in the Hitch Contract that “ Hitch shall 
reside” in Blake House doesn’t meet this criteria. Blake 
House isn’t on campus, it isn’t even in the same county. The 
residence requirement seems merely a legal device for a 
tax “loophole.” Which raises the question, can an 
employment contract serve to avoid taxes regardless of the 
facts? What tax authorities should determine is the 
necessity for Hitch, and the others, to reside in tax free, 
rent free homes, contracts notwithstanding. 
One of the reasons given is that he must entertain. 
Entertain who? According to the University, luncheons, 
dinners and so forth were held there on an average of about 
4 a month. Presumably these were for the Regents and 
other officials. Admittedly one a month is for the 
chancellors. “ This pattern of usage is similar to that which 
takes place at the University Houses which serve as the 
official residences of the chancellors ...” it was stated. A 
nice round robin of these officials entertaining each other 
at the taxpayers expense! 
With the University pleading poverty and requesting 
millions in tax dollars, the Legislature should review the 
propriety and necessity for what appears to be an 
unwarranted largess of tax money.

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16 shot/ 
six killed 
in rampage 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - 
William R. Bonner got into 
an argument Sunday with 
Otha Levitt, believed to be 
his 
grandmother. 
Police 
were trying to determine 
today why that triggered a 
wild, two-hour outburst of 
violence in which 16 people 
were shot, six of whom died. 
Bonner, 25, wounded in 
the legs in a climactic 
gunbattle with police, was 
in serious condition at the 
County-USC Medical Center 
jail ward, where he was 
held on murder charges. 
Among the wounded was a 
security guard who forced a 
car carrying Bonner to the 
curb and tried to shoot him. 
The guard, Versell Bennett, 
was felled by two bullets in 
the head. Authorities said he 
may have been hit by police 
shooting at Bonner. 
Police at first believed 
robbery was the motive for 
some of the shootings, but 
said 
today 
there 
were 
indications Bonner knew all* 
the victims. 
The shootings took place 
at six locations. 
The dead included Mrs. 
Levitt, 53, killed with a 20 
gauge shotgun at Bonner’s 
home at the start of the 
rampage. 
Police said two teen­ 
agers— Anthony Thomas, 
16, and Carolyn Cleveland, 
17—were shot and wounded 
nearby. They were believed 
to have been with Mrs. 
Levitt. Miss Cleveland was 
in critical condition. 
In the next two hours: 
—A 
13-year-old 
girl, 
Ailene Wells, was shot to 
death at a service station 
and her 18-year-old sister, 
Vickie, 
was criticaly 
wounded. 
—A mechanic at a service 
station, 
identified 
by 
sheriff’s deputies as Raleigh 
Henderson, 33, was shot and 
killed. 
—Jevi Thompson, 57, was 
killed by a shotgun blast in 
the stomach at a liquor 
store. His killer critically 
wounded Thompson’s wife, 
Edie Mae, 53, and son, 
Alfred, 15. 
—At another liquor store, 
Robert 
L. 
Smith, 
an 
employe, 
was shot and 
critically 
wounded, 
and 
Roosevelt Jenkins, another 
employe, was wounded in 
the leg. 
—At a third liquor store, 
Smitty Sneed, 57, the owner, 
was shot to death, and a 
customer, 
Duly 
Oscar 
Bennett, 58, was wounded in 
the shoulder. 
—Diane Lore Andrea, 22, 
was killed by a shotgun blast 
in the neck at her home. 
An all points bulletin was 
out for Bonner by that time. 


Suspected 
'Nob Hill 
rapist' caught 


MERCED, Calif. (UPI > — 
Two days of murder and 
kidnap across 500 miles of 
Northern California ended 
Sunday when a fugitive 
accused of rape was shot 
and captured by lawmen in 
the Sierra foothills.

Two key issues face legislators after holiday 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) -

Both 
Democrats 
and 
Republicans, including Gov. 
Ronald Reagan, agree the 
one-cent sales tax increase, 
now scheduled for June 1, 
should be delayed. The only 
question is: how long? 


If the legislature doesn’t 
act soon, Bagley said the 
state will have to spend 


$200,000 for new tax forms

Admits meat boycott had no effect 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — Rep. Benjamin Rosenthal, D- 
N.Y., concedes the weeklong meat boycott had an almost 
“ nonexistent” effect on prices but says consumer groups 
may try it again early in May. 
Rosenthal, a leader of the boycott the first week of 
April, said Sunday the boycotters want both lower prices 
and a change in the nation’s “ archaic agricultural 
system.” 
“ They understand that the boycott can have only a 
minimal effect on prices and it did have only a minimal, 
if almost a nonexistent effect on prices,” Rosenthal said. 
He said, however, consumer groups may launch 
another weeklong boycott early next month “ contingent 
on the federal government taking certain action.” He 
blamed exports and the farm subsidy program for the 
high cost of food. 
The boycotters have urged consumers not to buy meat 
on Tuesdays and Thursdays. 
Rosenthal was interviewed on ABC’s “ Issues and 
Answers” along with Bill McMillan, a spokesman for the 
American Cattlemen’s Association. 
McMillan said the boycott disrupted the market, 


forced many meat packing plants to shut down for one or 
two weeks, and interrupted the “ uniform flow” of cattle 
to the marketplace. 
“ Unfortunately, the word was around that cattlemen 
and cattle feeders were withholding cattle from the 
market, and this simply was not true,” McMillan said. 
He said the supply of beef has been greater this year 
than in previous years and that prices “ undoubtedly have 
stabilized.” 


“The culprit has been the picture of total available 
animals protein which includes poultry as well as pork,” 
McMillan said. 
Rosenthal said the United States will export $1 billion 
worth of livestock this year and $5.1 billion worth of 
wheat and feed grains. 
“ These are the things that are really contributing to 
the high price situation,” he said. 


The New York congressman said cattlemen were 
forced to up their prices because of the high cost of feed 
“ and part of that was because we took so much, 60 
million acres, out of production.”

Sam Snead has been ac­ 
claimed by his fellow profes­ 
sionals as probably the great­ 
est wedge player in the his­ 
tory of golf. Here is the way 
Sam plays a high, soft lob 
shot. 
“When I’m pitching over a 
hazard or mound and have 
little green between me and 
the hole, I want the shot to 
fly high and slow and settle 
in its tracks. The first thing 
I do is address the ball with 
the clubface laid back more 
than normal, thus increasing 
its loft. 
“I take the club straight 
back and break my wrists 
early

backswing, 
which gives me an upright 
swing plane. On the forward 
swing, I strike down and 
through with the hands lead­ 
ing the clubhead and the 
wrists snapping into the ball.

Still growing 


Growth is anathema to some of the 
extreme environmentalists, but they still 
haven’t found a way to stop it. 
So California continues growing. 


One evidence of this is the prediction by 
Pacific Gas and Electric Company that 
96.000 new dwelling units—59,000 of them 
single-family—will be built in its Central 
and Northern California service area this 
year. In a parallel estimate, the utility 
expects to add 78,000 new electric and 
56.000 new gas customers, for year-end 
totals 
of 
2,844,000 
and 
2,438,000 
respectively. 


That the new dwelling unit total is down

from the 109,000 of last year should not 
encourage anti-growth environmentalist 
too much. It’s still higher than all but two 
other years since 1962. 
Providing energy for this continued 
growth has become more complex because 
of environmental activities, but within the 
sometimes wild-eyed limits forced by such 
extreme measures as Proposition No. 20 
the state’s utilities and industries are 
adjusting their planning and construction 
programs as best they can. Which is 
fortunate for the rest of us, who want a 
good environment as much as anyone, but 
recognize that it and gowth are not 
entirely antithetical. 


Continued foreign aid 


WASHINGTON - A strong man 
wept. 
With 
com passion 
transcending stale officialdom he 
had read a report on a village in 
Bangladesh 
where 
unremitting 
hunger and disease are a sentence of 
early death and misery on the way 
to a nameless grave. The report was 
written not in the bureaucratese of 
graphs and statistics but in the 
personal experience of a condemned 
people. 
So the Foreign 
Aid Bill will go up to 
Congress. It will be 
chivvied at, chipped 
away, 
given 
the 
disdainful 
treatment of those 
who feel that this 
pitcher 
has 
been 
brought to the well 
once too often. 
The folks in Bangladesh, in Chad, in 
Upper Volta, in Mali, in Mauritania 
have 
no 
votes. They are not 
constituents. 


With so many troubles at home — 
trade deficits and dollar deficits — 
the door of public opinion has been 
slammed shut on foreign aid. We 
can do it, as one official with the 
broadest knowledge of the whole aid 
picture puts it, 
we have the 
resources, but we don’t want to do 
it. In short, nobody, or almost 
nobody, gives a damn. 
The United States today is giving 
.32 per cent of our gross national 
product 
to 
the 
underdeveloped 
nations. The average for other 
advanced western nations is .485. 
The American figure is expected to 
drop in the near future to .24 per 
cent. 
Various 
rationalizations 
are 
conveniently at hand to salve the 
conscience. Senate Majority Leader 
Mike Mansfield says the program 
has become largely military with 
economic aid a mere appendage. 
While this is true in part, at least a 
strong lead from Congress might 
turn it around. 
Chairman J. William Fulbright of 
the 
Senate 
Foreign 
Relations 
Committee says he would be for 
multilateral aid with American help 
funneled 
through 
international 
agencies but he is opposed to 
unilateral aid. Since overwhelming 
majorities are opposed to turning 
dollars over to United Nations or 
other international agencies this is 
one way of saying no.

Development (AID) has a stout 
persuader in John A. Hannah, its 
director, who was for many years 
president 
of 
Michigan 
State 
University. For the past four years 
he has carried the case to Congress 
with an ardor that is not diminished 
by his awareness he is speaking for 
a faceless people who cast ballots in 
no American election. 


“What kind of world do you want 
your children or your grandchildren 
to live in?’’ He asks. “Don’t think 
you can shut out for all time the 73 
per cent of the world’s people living 
below or close to . the subsistence 
line. The Americans’ six percent of 
the world’s population, must not 
think that they can go on using 
anywhere from 35 to 50 per cent of 
the world’s resources. Think of the 
kind of world your grandchildren 
will live in, inundated by a tidal 
wave of poverty driven to despair 
and open hostility.’’ 
Since 
December, 
1971, 
when 
Bangladesh, which had been East 
Pakistan, became independent AID 
has furnished $367 million. This has 
come in cash, food under PL 480, 
medical supplies, coastal vessels to 
restart trade along the coast and 
advances to United Nations relief 
agencies. Loans have come from the 
World Bank and its adjunct the 
International Development Agency. 
In view of the need it is the 


proverbial drop in the bucket—and 
particularly 
in 
light 
of 
the 
population 
increase 
estimated, 
which is a guess since statistics are 
dubious, at three percent a year. 
That, incidentally, is another out 


for the skeptics—why try to bail out 
a leaking ship when water runs in 
faster than it can be put out. As the 
Bangladesh report says the mud 
huts have no light and so when the 
sun goes down they have nothing to 
do but procreate. 
Hannah cites 
five sub-Saharan 
countries nearly as badly off as 
Bangladesh. They are Mali, Upper 
Volta, Mauritania, Chad and Niger. 
The encroachment of the desert 
casts a dark pall over the future 
with survival in doubt. AID is 
prom oting 
an 
experim ental 
program in growing crops in desert 
sand. And a trickle of PL 480 surplus 
food is going to these marginal 
nations and to five others in Africa 
where existence is also threatened. 
To make any headway against this 
tidal wave of poverty would require 
strong dramatic leadership from the 
White 
House and 
Congress, 
a 
recasting of priorities, a public 
willingness to sacrifice. All this is 
nonexistent. So let’s go out and have 
a big steak for dinner. After all that 
great sacrifice of meatless week is 
over, isn’t it?

Lifestyles and the land 


Is land an experience, a resource 
or a commodity? 
We have lately come to value 
“open space” and “green belts” 
because they preserve our dwindling 
land's 
inestimable, 
unbarterable 
preciousness to us as experience. 
The threat for the 
f i r s t 
whi t e 
Californians 
was 
that 
nature, 
as 
floods, 
freezes, 
animals, etc. would 
wipe 
out 
their 
meager 
pretenses 
at society. But we 
fear dying of thirst 
on 
an 
u r b a n 
savannah, 
being 
overrun by a just as 
r a m p a n t 
and 
foreboding 
w i l d e r n e s s 
of 
human construction 
and 
“improvement.” 
A California Historical Society 
essay entitled “Lifestyles and the 
Land,” the first of a series, blends 
our land awareness in the early 
1970’s beautifully into context with 
the California past. It seems we’ve 
come full circle. 


Though they taxed it moderately 
and observed certain boundaries, the 
California Indians unquestionably 
beheld the land as paramount and 
sacred as a life experience. It was 
their temple. Generations of them, 
even the gods, lived in a common 
land area and then spoke to the 
living through the winds, the stream 
waters. 
California 
land 
became 
a 
resource, the essay narrates, with 


the early Spanish, first to support 
the sprawling missions and then the 
huge families of the grant holders. 
But you had to live on your land. 
The grants, when the missions were 
dissolved 
in 
the 
1830’s 
under 
Mexican revolutionary rule, were 
given for use. The grantee could 
only keep his plot by “uprooting 
grass, scattering handfuls of earth, 
tearing twigs and performing other 
acts 
and 
ceremonies 
of 
real 
possession...” 


This was the personal possession 
of 
land 
as 
resource 
which 
characterized the pastoral gentility 
of the vigorous but gracefully 
unhurried Californianos. 
But 
when 
the 
A m ericans 
descended, the essay continues, land 
became a commodity. It became 
money. A man could buy it, sell it, 
lease it, farm it, strip the timber off 
it, divide it into lots or just keep it 
until the value grew. Gone was the 
requirement that he demonstrate 
the slightest personal interest in it. 
He didn’t even have to look at it. 


Personal involvement had given 
way to the speculator’s itch. 
The 
Lompoc 
Beautification 
Commission 
recently 
discussed 
proposing an “Early California” 
theme for the city as a means to 
avoid a “jack-in-the-box” hodge­ 
podge 
city 
development 
style. 
Commissioner 
Evelyn 
Cameron 
countered that land use in Early 
California was exactly “jack-in-the- 
box.” She was manifestly right. 
As just one grotesque result of the 
commodity convertibility of land 
into 
money, 
anglo 
speculators 
smothered 
pre-Civil 
War 
San 


Francisco 
with , tacky 
wooden 
swellings erected on miniscule lots, 
th e 
H i s t o r i c a l 
Soci et y 
essay confirms. An 1854 passage of 
the 
Annals 
of 
San 
Francisco 
bemoaned that it could “only be 
attributed to the jealous avarice of 
the city projectors in turning every 
square vara of the site into an 
available building lot.” 
There 
were 
still 
farms 
and 
ranches then, but these became 
commodities 
too. 
They 
only 
survived as long as what they 
produced was worth more to their 
owners than the market dollar price 
of the land. 
With increased population (real, 
imagined, projected or promoted) 
the pressures on California land 
have increased a thousand fold. 
Towns have ballooned into cities and 
crossroads into towns. Yet the 
system of control and distribution of 
land is basically the same, the essay 
holds, as when the first speculator 
bought himself a Mexican grant, 
sliced it up and threw a barbecue for 
the buyers. 
What, then, of land as experience? 
Against heavy economic odds, we 
now seem to want to return part 
way from the figures and blueprints 
of the 
speculator to the rich 
sensorium of the Indian. It’s time, 
the essay concludes, that we realize 
that the whole question of land as 
commodity, resource or experience 
will be irrelevant if the land itself is 
gone. And it is going.

Reagan could hamper Agnew 


Some Republican analysts are 
saying that California’s Gov. Ronald 
Reagan rather than John Connally 
will give Vice President Agnew his 
strongest conservative opposition 
should Agnew decide to seek the 
1976 
Republican 
presidential 
nomination. 
Though 
Reagan 
will not run again 
for governor nor try 
for a U.S. Senate 
seat, he is said to be 
planning 
to 
campaign 
heavily 
for others in 1974 in 
a 
N ixon -lik e 
attempt 
to 
build 
major 
political 
capital 
with 
the 
GOP. 


Reagan’s current status among 
party conservatives is high. He is 
already 62, but age seems no more 
of a handicap to him than it is to 
New 
Y ork’s 
Gov. Nelson 
Rockefeller. 
The argument made 
by some 
Republicans is that if Connally 
hopes to earn position for 1976 by 
hitting the party trail in 1974, he 
won’t stand out easily, if at all. He 
will cross paths with Reagan, and 
very likely Agnew himself. 
This analysis is not all good news 
for Agnew, since it suggests a 
potential 
serious 
splitting 
of 
conservative party strength, to the 
possible advantage of Rockefeller or 
some other moderate. Nevertheless, 
it is another way of indicating that 
even the strongest words of praise 
for Connally by President Nixon 


cannot assure the Texan a smooth 
road. 
As 
for 
Agnew, 
the 
present 
judgment is that he is clearly the 
leadin g 
p rosp ect 
(som e 
fragmentary 
polling 
evidence 
supports this view). One candidate- 
watcher insists, however, that his 
high office lays upon him the hard 
burden of never slipping from the 
front-runner position. 
“A 
vice-president 
making 
a 
serious bid for the presidency can’t 
afford to trail anybody,” says this 
source. 
This word “serious” is loaded 
with special meanings as applied to 
Agnew. Men close to him say flatly 
he wants the presidency, but they 
confess they don’t know how badly. 
And, like most politicians, they 
believe he must sooner or later 
exhibit a high level of desire to have 
a real chance. 
This problem grades into another 
which 
already 
has 
been 
well 
pu b licized : 
the 
seriou s 
measurement of Agnew’s fitness for 
the presidency. Tap almost any 
GOP state leader or top officeholder 
and he will tell you that Agnew’s big 
task is to demonstrate forcefully his 
competence. 
The 
irony 
for 
him, 
again 
something noted before, is that his 
earlier hatchet work for Mr. Nixon, 
though widely approved by many 
party conservatives, is one of the 
reasons even they want strong 
proofs of his abilities. 
His slashing assaults, combined 
with his comic doings in golf and 
tennis, 
his 
much-criticized 
friendship with Frank Sinatra, and a 


certain suspicion he doesn’t work 
hard, all add to a large question 
mark it is agreed he must rub out. 
One GOP source doubts that the 
vice-president can, even with the 
most 
earnest 
effort, 
entirely 
eliminate all of the cluster-elements 
which produced this image. In his 
view, aside from trying to show 
general high competence, Agnew’s 
most important need for 1976 is to 
dispel 
the 
notion 
that 
he 
is 
inherently abrasive and divisive. 
This man adds: 
“The American people don’t like 
anybody with barbed edges.”
